The programs and activities instituted during the Penafrancia Festival must be conducted in an atmosphere 
of peace and order that must be assisted and maintained by the government, and that the solemnity and 
sensitivity of the nature and character of the festivities must be preserved. Towards this end, the 
government shall ensure that the conduct of the observances essential to the feast, which include but are not 
limited to the Traslacion , the Fluvial and Dawn Processions and other cultural and historical remembrance 
activities, shall be respected, and that commercial exploitation during the pilgrimage period such as street 
parties that may become rambunctious, drinking sprees in plazas, street vending that obstruct passages 
towards the pilgrimage sites, and other similar activities, shall be discouraged. Accordingly, the local 
government units within the area are thereby enjoined to ensure that the nature and character of the 
Penafrancia Festival shall not be unduly breached and that such commercial undertakings shall not be 
conducted in public places so as not to disturb and disrupt the activities, but shall be confined to enclosed 
places such as in malls, supermarkets, hotels, restaurants, theatres, assembly halls and the like. 

Consistent with the foregoing premises, and in recognition of the Feast of Our Lady of Penafrancia to the 
local economy and to our nation’s cultural heritage, the government agencies in the City of Naga, in the 
Province of Camarines Sur and in the Bicol Region such as the Department of Trade and Industry, 
Department of Tourism, Technical Education and Skills Development Authority, Department of 
Agriculture, and the Department of Labor and Employment, among others, in partnership with the 
Archdiocese of Caceres, shall put together their technical and financial resources and participate in the 
conduct of trade fairs, job fairs, skills training and seminars on agriculture, aquaculture and crafts dining 



the months of September and October, and the Philippine National Police is hereby mandated to provide 
security assistance to the pilgrims and maintain peace and order during the period of celebrations and 
festivities.

OMISSIONS PUNISHABLE UNDER THE REVISED PENAL CODE, THE ARTICLES OF WAR 
OR OTHER SPECIAL LAWS COMMITTED IN CONNECTION WITH THE OAKWOOD 
MUTINY, THE MARINES STAND-OFF AND THE MANILA PEN INCIDENT AND RELATED 
INCIDENTS 

WHEREAS, it is recognized that certain active and former personnel of the Armed Forces of the 
Philippines (AFP) and their supporters have or may have committed acts or omissions which may be 
punishable under the Revised Penal Code, the Articles of War and other laws in connection with July 27, 
2003 Oakwood Mutiny, the February 2006 Marines Stand-Off and the November 29, 2007 Manila Pen 
Incident and related incidents; 

WHEREAS, there is a clamor from certain sectors of society urging the President to extend amnesty to 
said AFP personnel; 

WHEREAS, Section 19, Article VII of the Constitution expressly vests the power to grant amnesty upon 
the President; 

WHEREAS, in order to promote an atmosphere conducive to the attainment of a just, comprehensive and 
enduring peace and in line with the Government’s peace and reconciliation initiatives, there is a need to 
declare amnesty in favor of the said active and former personnel of the AFP and their supporters; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, BENIGNO S. AQUINO III, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by Section 19, Article VII of the Philippine Constitution, do 
hereby DECLARE and PROCLAIM: 

SECTION 1. Grant of Amnesty. - Amnesty is hereby granted to all active and former personnel of the 
AFP as well as their supporters who shall apply therefor and who have or may have committed acts or 
omissions punishable under the Revised Penal Code, the Articles of War or other special laws in 
connection with, in relation or incident to the July 27, 2003 Oakwood Mutiny, the February 2006 Marines 
Stand-Off and/or the November 29, 2007 Manila Pen Incident and related incidents; Provided that amnesty 
shall not cover crimes against chastity and other crimes committed for personal ends. 

SECTION 2. Where to Apply. - The concerned AFP personnel and their supporters may apply for amnesty 
under this Proclamation with the Department of National Defense (DND). The DND is hereby tasked with 
the functions and duties of receiving and processing applications for amnesty under this proclamation and 
determining whether the applicants are covered by amnesty under this Proclamation. The final decisions or 
determination of the DND shall be appealable to the Office of the President. 

SECTION 3. Period of Application. - Applications for the grant of amnesty under this Proclamation shall 
be filed under oath with the DND within a period of ninety (90) days following the date of the publication 
of this Proclamation in two (2) newspapers of general circulation. The DND shall forthwith act on the same 
with dispatch. 


SECTION 4. Effects. 



(a) Amnesty under this proclamation shall extinguish any criminal liability for acts committed in relation 
to, in connection with or incident to the July 27, 2003 Oakwood Mutiny, the February 2006 Marines Stand- 
Off and the November 29, 2007 Manila Pen Incident without prejudice to the grantee’s civil liability for 
injuries or damages caused to private persons. 

(b) The grant of amnesty shall also effect the restoration of civil and political rights or entitlement that may 
have been suspended, lost or adversely affected by virtue of ant executive action and/or administrative 
criminal action or proceedings lodged against the grantee in connection with the subject incidents, 
including criminal conviction or any form, if any. 

(c) All enlisted personnel of the Armed Forces of the Philippines whose applications for amnesty would be 
approved shall be entitled to reintegration or reinstatement, subject to existing laws and regulations. 
Officers of the AFP on the other hand shall not be entitled to reintegration or reinstatement into the service. 

(d) The amnesty shall reinstate the right of AFP personnel to retirement and separation benefits, if so 
qualified under existing laws and regulations at the same time of the commission of the acts for which the 
amnesty is extended. 

SECTION 5. Effectivity. - This Proclamation shall take effect immediately upon the signing thereof.

GRANTING AMNESTY TO ACTIVE AND FORMER PERSONNEL OF THE ARMED FORCES 
OF THE PHILIPPINES, PHILIPPINE NATIONAL POLICE AND THEIR SUPPORTERS WHO 
MAY HAVE COMMITTED CRIMES PUNISHABLE UNDER THE REVISED PENAL CODE, 
THE ARTICLES OF WAR AND OTHER LAWS IN CONNECTION WITH THE OAKWOOD 
MUTINY, THE MARINES STAND-OFF AND THE MANILA PENINSULA INCIDENT 

WHEREAS, it is recognized that certain active and former personnel of the Armed Forces of the 
Philippines (AFP), the Philippine National Police (PNP) and their supporters have or may have committed 
crimes punishable under the Revised Penal Code, the Articles of War and other laws in connection with, in 
relation or incident to the July 27, 2003 Oakwood Mutiny, the February 2006 Marines Stand-Off and the 
November 29, 2007 Manila Pen Incident; 

WHEREAS, there is a clamor from certain sectors of society urging the President to extend amnesty to 
said AFP personnel and their supporters; 

WHEREAS, Section 19, Article VII of the Constitution expressly vests the President the power to grant 
amnesty; 

WHEREAS, the grant of amnesty in favor of the said active and former personnel of the AFP and PNP and 
their supporters will promote an atmosphere conducive to the attainment of a just, comprehensive and 
enduring peace and is in line with the Government’s peace and reconciliation initiatives; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, BENIGNO S. AQUINO III, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by Section 19, Article VII of the Philippine Constitution, do 
hereby DECLARE and PROCLAIM: 

SECTION 1. Grant of Amnesty. - Amnesty is hereby granted to all active and former personnel of the 
AFP and PNP as well as their supporters who have or may have committed crimes punishable under the 
Revised Penal Code, the Articles of War or other laws in connection with, in relation or incident to the July 
27, 2003 Oakwood Mutiny, the February 2006 Marines Stand-Off and the November 29, 2007 Manila 
Peninsula Incident who shall apply therefor; Provided that amnesty shall not cover rape, acts of torture, 
crimes against chastity and other crimes committed for personal ends. 

SECTION 2. Where to Apply. - The concerned AFP and PNP personnel and their supporters may apply 
for amnesty under this Proclamation with the ad hoc committee Department of National Defense (DND) 
which is hereby tasked with receiving and processing applications - including oppositions thereto, if any - 
for amnesty pursuant to this proclamation and determining whether the applicants are entitled to amnesty 
pursuant to this proclamation. The final decisions or determination of the DND shall be appealable to the 
Office of the President by any party to the application. The decision, however, shall be immediately 
executory even if appealed. 

SECTION 3. Period of Application. - Applications for the grant of amnesty under this proclamation shall 
be filed under oath with the DND within a period of ninety (90) days following the date of the publication 
of this proclamation in two (2) newspapers of general circulation as concurred in by a majority of all 
members in Congress. The DND shall forthwith act on the same with dispatch. 



SECTION 4. Effects. 


(a) Amnesty pursuant to this proclamation shall extinguish any criminal liability for acts committed in 
connection, incident or related to the July 27, 2003 Oakwood Mutiny, the February 2006 Marines Stand- 
Off and the November 29, 2007 Peninsula Manila Hotel Incident without prejudice to the grantee’s civil 
liability for injuries or damages caused to private persons. 

(b) Except as provided below, the grant of amnesty shall effect the restoration of civil and political rights or 
entitlement of grantees that may have been suspended, lost or adversely affected by virtue of any executive, 
administrative or criminal action or proceedings against the grantee in connection with the subject 
incidents, including criminal conviction or any form, if any. 

(c) All enlisted personnel of the Armed Forces of the Philippines with the rank of up to Technical Sergeant 
and personnel of the PNP with the rank of up to Senior Police Officer 3, whose applications for amnesty 
would be approved shall be entitled to reintegration or reinstatement, subject to existing laws and 
regulations. However, they shall not be entitled to back pay during the time they have been discharged or 
suspended from service or unable to perform their military or police duties. 

(d) Commissioned and Non-commissioned officers of the AFP with the rank of Master Sergeant and 
personnel of the PNP with the rank of at least Senior Police Officer 4 whose application for amnesty will be 
approved shall not be entitled to remain in the service, reintegration or reinstatement into the service nor 
back pay. 

(e) All AFP and PNP personnel granted amnesty who are not reintegrated or reinstated shall be entitled to 
retirement and separation benefits, if qualified under existing laws and regulation, as of the time separation, 
unless they have forfeited such retirement benefits for reasons other than the acts covered by this 
Proclamation. Those reintegrated or reinstated shall be entitled to their retirement and separation benefit 
upon their actual retirement. 

SECTION 5. Repealing Clause. - This proclamation supersedes Proclamation No. 50 issued on 1 1 
October 2010 which hereby deemed recalled. 

SECTION 6. Effectivity. - This Proclamation shall take effect upon concurrence of a majority of all the 
Members of the Congress.

SECTION 2. The proclamations declaring national holidays for the observance of Eid’l Fitr and Eidul 
Adha shall hereafter be issued after the approximate dates of the Islamic holidays have been determined in 
accordance with the Islamic calendar (Hijra) or the lunar calendar, or upon Islamic astronomical 
calculations, whichever is possible or convenient. To this end, the National Commission on Muslim 
Filipinos (NCMF) shall inform the Office of the President on which day the holiday shall fall. 

SECTION 3. The Department of Labor and Employment (DOLE) shall promulgate the implementing 
guidelines for this Proclamation. 

SECTION 4. This Proclamation shall take effect immediately. 

SECTION 5. This Proclamation shall be published in a newspaper of general circulation.

WHEREAS, Section 452 of the Local Government Code (LGC) of 1991 provides that cities with a 
minimum population of Two Hundred Thousand (200,000) inhabitants as certified by the National 
Statistics Office and with the latest annual income of at least Fifty Million Pesos (P50.000.000) based on 
1991 constant prices, as certified by the City Treasurer’s Office, shall be classified as highly-urbanized 
cities; 

WHEREAS, Section 453 of the LGC of 1991 also provides that it shall be the duty of the President of the 
Philippines to declare a city as highly-urbanized within thirty (30) days after it shall have met the minimum 
requirements prescribed in Section 452 of the same Code, upon proper application therefore; 

WHEREAS, under the Rules and Regulations Implementing the Local Government Code of 1991, the 
procedure for converting a city into a highly-urbanized city is as follows: 

a. Resolution - The interested city shall submit to the Office of the President of the Philippines a resolution 
of its Sangguniang Panlungsod adopted by a majority of all its members in a meeting duly called for the 
purpose, and approved and endorsed by the city mayor. Said resolution shall be accompanied by a 
certification as to income and population. 

b. Declaration of Conversion - Within thirty (30) days from receipt of such resolution, the President of 
the Philippines shall, after verifying that the income and population requirements have been met, declare 
the city as highly-urbanized. 

c. Plebiscite - Within one hundred twenty (120) days from the declaration of the President of the 
Philippines, or as specified in the declaration, the COMELEC shall conduct a plebiscite in the city 
proposed to be converted. Such plebiscite shall be preceded by a comprehensive information campaign to 
be conducted by the COMELEC with the assistance of national and local government officials, media, 
NGOs and other interested parties; 

WHEREAS, the population of the City of Antipolo reached 633,971 inhabitants as per certification of the 
Administrator, National Statistics Office based on the 2007 Census of Population with August 1, 2007 as 
the reference date and the latest annual income amounted to Phpl,238, 131,681.42 inclusive of Internal 
Revenue Allotment for the year 2010 as certified by the City Treasurer of Antipolo City; 

WHEREAS, the Sangguniang Panlungsod of the City of Antipolo in Resolution No. 2011-010 dated 
January 31, 2011 requests the President of the Philippines to declare the City of Antipolo as a highly- 
urbanized city; 

WHEREAS, it is a declared policy of the government to support local government’s initiative to attain 
their fullest development as self-reliant communities and make them more effective partners in the 
attainment of national goals. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, BENIGN0 S. AQUINO 111, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the powers 
vested in me by law, do hereby proclaim the City of Antipolo as a highly-urbanized city, provided.

IN THE MUNICIPALITIES OF BOSTON AND CATEEL, PROVINCE OF DAVAO ORIENTAL 
PURSUANT TO R.A. 7586 (NIPAS ACT OF 1992) 


Upon the recommendation of the Secretary of the Department of Environment and Natural Resources and 
pursuant to the powers vested upon me by law, I, BENIGNO S. AQUINO III, President of the Republic of 
the Philippines, do hereby set aside and declare Aliwagwag, situated in the Municipality of Compostela, 
Province of Compostela Valley and in the Municipalities of Boston and Cateel, Province of Davao

The Aliwagwag Protected Landscape and its Buffer Zone shall be subject to actual ground survey and 
delineation by the DENR. 

Any contract, permit or license for the extraction or utilization of natural resources therein already existing 
prior to this proclamation shall, subject to national interest, be respected until its expiration. Areas covered 
by such contracts, permits or licenses which are found not viable for development after assessment and/or 
exploration shall automatically form part of the Aliwagwag Protected Landscape. Likewise, all property 
and private rights within the APL already existing and/or vested prior to this Proclamation shall be 
respected in accordance with existing laws. 

The Aliwagwag Protected Landscape and its Buffer Zone shall be under the administrative jurisdiction of 
the Department of Environment and Natural Resources (DENR) and shall be managed in accordance with 
the provisions of the NIPAS Act of 1992 and its Implementing Rules and Regulations.

WHEREAS, the Institute of Integrated Electrical Engineers of the Philippines, Inc. (IIEE) has entered into 
an agreement with the Singapore -based International Copper Association-Southeast Asia (ICA-SEA), a 
non-profit organization, to conduct electrical safety awareness campaign in the country and to provide the 
opportunity to share best practices and help establish good, standard in electrical system in the Philippines; 
and 

WHEREAS, an Electrical Safety Month in May would amplify and reinforce consciousness on electrical 
safety.

WHEREAS, Section 1 of Republic Act (R.A.) 9340 provides that "the Synchronized Barangay and 
Sangguniang Kabataan (SK) Elections shall be held on the last Monday of October and every three years 
thereafter;” 

WHEREAS, there is a need to ensure that the barangay assembly day for the second semester of each year 
does not fall under the campaign period for the Synchronized Barangay and Sangguniang Kabataan (SK) 
Elections under Batas Pambansa (BP) Bilang 881 or the "Omnibus Election Code of the Philippines”; 

WHEREAS, the institutionalization of barangay assembly day nationwide is one of the major component 
programs of the Biyaheng Pinoy: Tapat na Palakad, Bayang Maunlad launched on October 10, 2010 by the 
Department of the Interior and Local Government (DILG); and 

WHEREAS, to drumbeat the celebration of the 20 th year of the local autonomy in the Philippines, and to 
institutionalize the norms of transparency, responsiveness, accountability and participation at the barangay 
level, there is a need to conduct Barangay Assembly Days nationwide. 

NOW, THEREFORE I, BENIGNO S. AQUINO III, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby declare the last Saturday of March and the second Sunday of 
October 2011, and every year thereafter asBARANGAY ASSEMBLY DAYS.

DECLARING THE MONTH OF JANUARY OF EVERY YEAR AS “THE PHILIPPINE 

TROPICAL FABRICS MONTH” 

WHEREAS, it is the policy of the State to promote products which are indigenous to the Philippines, such 
as the use of locally-developed technologies and local resources, as a tool in the generation of livelihood 
for Filipinos and to make headway in the promotion of Filipino products in the global market; 

WHEREAS, Republic Act (RA) No. 9242 or the “Philippine Tropical Fabrics Law of 2004” defines 
tropical fabrics as those containing natural fibers produced, spun, woven or knitted and finished in the 
Philippines, for use in office uniforms of government officials and employees and for other purposes; 

WHEREAS, the implementation of RA No. 9242 shall raise awareness on the utilization of natural fibers 
like pineapple, banana, abaca and Philippine silk for textile and allied products and bring about the revival 
and upgrading of the local textile and garments industries, thus redounding to the creation of livelihood in 
the agricultural and industrial sectors; 

WHEREAS, Proclamation No. 86 (s. 2010) declared 24 January 2011 as “Philippine Tropical Fabrics 
Day” under the auspices of the Philippine Textile Research institute (PTRI) of the Department of Science 
and Technology (DOST) which increased interest on tropical fabrics from among the local industries; and, 

WHEREAS, there is a need to sustain the gains from the celebration of the first Philippine Tropical 
Fabrics Day and to engage a more active participation of government institutions and local industries on the 
use of Philippine Tropical Fabrics, as well as local natural fibers. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, BENIGNO S. AQUINO, III, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby declare the month of January of every year as the “Philippine 
Tropical Fabrics Month.” The PTRI-DOST is hereby directed to source funds to defray the cost of the 
celebration. 

The PTRI-DOST shall also ensure that extensive research on the judicious utilization of local natural fibers 
shall be continued and that meaningful activities to properly celebrate the “Philippine Tropical Fabrics 
Month” shall be undertaken toward a sustained development of the local textile industry. 

All fabric producers, textile manufacturers, garments and geotextile industries, including the private sector, 
associations, institutions and the academe, are hereby enjoined to actively participate in the proper 
observance of the “Philippine Tropical Fabrics Month” and to partner with the government in bringing 
about an evolution of the Philippine textile industry as an emerging leader in the global textile market.

WHEREAS, Section 12, Article 2 of the 1987 Constitution declares that the State shall recognize the 
sanctity of family life and shall protect and strengthen the family as the basic social unit; 

WHEREAS, Proclamation No. 60 (s. 1992) declared the fourth (4 th ) week of September as “Family Week’’ 
to focus on the importance of strengthening and promoting unity, solidarity and stability of the Filipino 
Family as the basic unit of Filipino society and for whose well-being all national development efforts are 
directed; 

WHEREAS, Proclamation No. 847 (s. 1996) declared the 4 th Sunday of September as Family 
Thanksgiving Day; 

WHEREAS, Proclamation No. 1895 (s. 2009) declared the 4 th Monday of September of 2009 as the “Salu- 
Salo ng Pamilya Mahalaga ” day; 

WHEREAS, Executive Order (EO) No. 238 (s. 2003), amending EO No. 241 (s. 1995), expanded the 
powers, functions and membership of the National Steering Committee of the Family Week, and further 
renamed it as the National Committee on the Filipino Family (NCFF), mandated to promote the family as 
the foundation of the nation and to provide opportunities for partnership with the private sector, particularly 
civic, religious, educational institutions and media groups; 

WHEREAS, one of the meaningful traditions of Filipinos is the common family meal where all members 
of the family are present to signify their unity and thanksgiving for God’s abundant blessings; 

WHEREAS, having a common family meal encourages parents to stay connected with their children and 
understand the challenges they face; 

WHEREAS, there is a need to highlight and celebrate the value of families sharing meals together as a 
national tradition that should be observed annually and sustained by all Filipino families; and 

WHEREAS, there is a need to amend Proclamation No. 1895 and rename “Salu-Salo ng Pamilya 
Mahalaga ” day as “Kainang Pamilya Mahalaga” day to distinguish the latter as a regular annual event. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, BENIGNO S. AQUINO III, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby declare: 

SECTION 1. “Kainang Pamilya Mahalaga” day. The ‘‘Salu-Salo ng Pamilya Mahalaga’’ day is now 
renamed as “Kainang Pamilya Mahalaga ” day. It will be held every 4 th Monday of September of every 
year, in conjunction with the annual celebration of the Family Week. 

SECTION 2. Role of the NCFF and concerned agencies. The NCFF shall lead the national observance 
of “Kainang Pamilya Mahalaga ” day. The heads of all Departments, agencies, Government-Owned and 
Controlled Corporations (GOCCs), Local Government Units (LGUs), and other government 
instrumentalities shall support NCFF in its activities related to the event. 



All national and local publications, television and radio stations are encouraged to help generate awareness 
and public support for activities in promoting the observance of “Kainang Pamilya Mahalaga ” day. 


SECTION 3. Repealing Clause. Proclamation No 1895 (s. 2009), all other orders, rules, regulations, and 
issuances, or parts thereof, which are inconsistent with the provisions of this Proclamation are hereby 
repealed or modified accordingly.

CONVERSION OF THE CITY OF CABANATUAN INTO A HIGHLY-URBANIZED CITY 

WHEREAS, Section 452 of the Local Government Code (LGC) of 1991 provides that cities with a 
minimum population of two hundred thousand (200,000) inhabitants as certified by the National Statistics 
Office and with the latest income of at least Fifty Million Pesos (P 50,000,000.00) based on 1991 constant 
prices, as certified by the City Treasurer, shall be classified as highly-urbanized cities; 

WHEREAS, Section 453 of the LCG of 1991 also provides that it shall be the duly of the President of the 
Philippines to declare a city as highly-urbanized within thirty (30) days after it shall have met the minimum 
requirements prescribed in Section 452 of the same Code, upon proper application therefore; 

WHEREAS, under the Rules and Regulations Implementing the Local Government Code of 1991, the 
procedure for converting a city into a highly-urbanized city is as follows: 

1 . Resolution - The interested city shall submit to the Office of the President of the Philippines a resolution 
of its Sanggunian adopted by a majority of all its members in a meeting duly called for the purpose, and 
approved and endorsed by the city mayor. Said resolution shall be accompanied by a certification as to 
income and population. 

2. Declaration of Conversion. - Within thirty (30) days from receipt of such resolution, the President of the 
Philippines shall, after verifying that the income and population requirements have been met, declare the 
city as highly-urbanized. 

3. Plebiscite - Within one hundred twenty (120) days from the declaration of the President of the 
Philippines or as specified in the declaration, the COMELEC shall conduct a plebiscite in the city proposed 
to be converted. Such plebiscite shall be preceded by a comprehensive information campaign to be 
conducted by the COMELEC with the assistance of national and local government officials, media, NGOs 
and other interested parties. 

WHEREAS, the Sangguniang Panglungsod of the City of Cabanatuan in Resolution No. 183-2011 dated 
1 1 July 2011, requested the President to declare the City of Cabanatuan as a highly-urbanized city; 

WHEREAS, the City of Cabanatuan has met the minimum requirements prescribed under Section 452 of 
the LGC of 1991 for a city to be classified as highly-urbanized; and 

WHEREAS, it is a declared policy of the government to support local governments’ initiative to attain 
their fullest development as self-reliant communities and make them effective partners in the attainment of 
national goals. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, BENIGNO S. AQUINO III, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby proclaim the City of Cabanatuan as a highly-urbanized city, 
provided, however, that this proclamation shall take effect only upon ratification in a plebiscite by the 
qualified voters therein, as provided for in Section 453 of the Local Government Code of 1991.

(specific or movable) as special or regular holidays; 

WHEREAS, RA No. 9492 provides that holidays, except those which are religious in nature, are moved to 
the nearest Monday unless otherwise modified by law, order or proclamation; 

WHEREAS, RA No. 9849 provides that the Eidul Adha shall be celebrated as a national holiday; 

WHEREAS, the EDSA People Power Revolution, which restored and ushered political, social and 
economic reforms in the country, serves as an inspiration to Filipinos everywhere as a nation and as a 
people: 

WHEREAS, Saturday, 30 March 2013 falls between Good Friday and Easter Sunday; Black Saturday, 
falling between Good Friday and Easter Sunday, has been traditionally declared a special (non-working) 
day throughout the country because the observance of Holy Week is one of our people’s most cherished 
traditions and they must be given the full and uninterrupted opportunity to ponder on the significance of 
Holy Week and to properly observe its traditions with religious fervor, without prejudice to public interest; 

WHEREAS, Saturday, 2 November 2013, falling between Friday, 1 November 2013 (All Saints Day) and 
Sunday, has been traditionally declared a special (non-working) day throughout the country;

WHEREAS, Secretary Jesse M. Robredo was appointed as the Secretary of the Department of the Interior 
and Local Government (DILG) and as a champion for good governance, was instrumental in the 
implementation of far-reaching reforms in local governance; 

WHEREAS, Secretary Robredo served with utmost dedication as Mayor of Naga City from 1988 to 1998 
and from 2001 to 2010; 

WHEREAS, his outstanding performance as Mayor of Naga earned him numerous awards such as the 
Magsaysay Award for Government Service in 2000, the first Filipino mayor to be conferred the distinction; 

WHEREAS, the nation has lost one of its great leaders and public servants; and, 

WHEREAS, his many virtues as a public servant have permanently earned for him the gratitude of the 
City he led, and the Republic he served. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, BENIGNO S. AQUINO III, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the power 
vested in me by law, do hereby proclaim 21 August 2012 to the date of his interment as National Days of 
Mourning.

WHEREAS, Typhoon Yolanda (international codename: Haiyan) caused widespread death, destruction 
and incalculable damage in several areas, including the Samar provinces, Leyte, Cebu, Iloilo, Capiz, Aklan 
and Palawan; 

WHEREAS, in accordance with Republic Act No. 10121 , or the Philippine Disaster Risk Reduction and 
Management Act of 2010, the National Disaster Risk Reduction and Management Council (NDRRMC) has 
recommended the declaration of a State of National Calamity; 

WHEREAS, the declaration of a State of National Calamity will hasten the rescue, recovery, relief, and 
rehabilitation efforts of the government and the private sector, including any international humanitarian 
assistance; and 

WHEREAS, this declaration will, among others, effectively control the prices of basic goods and 
commodities for the affected areas and afford government ample latitude to utilize appropriate funds for 
rescue, recovery, relief, and rehabilitation efforts of, and to continue to provide basic services to, affected 
populations, in accordance with law. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, BENIGNO S. AQUINO III, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by the Constitution and by law, do hereby declare a State of National Calamity. 

All departments and other concerned government agencies are hereby directed to implement and execute 
rescue, recovery, relief, and rehabilitation work in accordance with pertinent operational plans and 
directives. 

All departments and other concerned government agencies are also hereby directed to coordinate with, and 
provide or augment the basic services and facilities of, affected local government units. 

Law enforcement agencies, with support from the Armed Forces of the Philippines, are directed to 
undertake all necessary measures to ensure peace and order in affected areas, as may be necessary. 

The State of National Calamity shall remain in force and effect until lifted by the President.

DECLARING THE PERIOD OF 2013-2022 AS THE PHILIPPINE DECADE OF “MAKE THE 
RIGHT REAL” FOR PERSONS WITH DISABILITIES IN SUPPORT OF THE 3 rd ASIAN AND 
PACIFIC DECADE OF PERSONS WITH DISABILITIES 

WHEREAS, Proclamation No. 125 (s. 1993) and Proclamation No. 240 (s. 2002) proclaimed the 
nationwide observance in the Philippines of the Asian and Pacific Decade of Persons with Disabilities in 
1993-2002 and 2003-2012, respectively; 

WHEREAS, the High-Level Intergovernmental Meeting on the Final Review of the Implementation of the 
Asian and Pacific Decade of Disabled Persons, 2003-2012 was held at Incheon, Republic of Korea, from 29 
October to 02 November 2012; 

WHEREAS, during the said meeting, the participants, which included the Philippine delegation, adopted 
the Ministerial Declaration on the Asian and Pacific Decade of Persons with Disabilities, 2013-2022, and 
the Incheon Strategy to “Make the Right Real” for Persons with Disabilities in Asia and the Pacific 
(“Incheon Strategy”); and 

WHEREAS, during the National Council on Disability Affairs’ regional consultations with organizations 
of persons with disabilities, the observance of a third decade of persons with disabilities for the period of 
2013-2022 was recommended to build on the gains towards disability-inclusive development. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, BENIGNO S. AQUINO, III, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby declare the period of 2013-2022 as the Philippine Decade of “Make 
the Right Real” for Persons with Disabilities in support of the 3 rd Asian and Pacific Decade of Persons with 
Disabilities. 

The National Council on Disability Affairs is hereby directed to lead all disability-related efforts by 
formulating and issuing a comprehensive National Plan of Action for the Decade (“National Plan”) which 
translates the objectives of Batas Pambansa Big. 344, Republic Act Nos. 7277, 9442, 10070, and 10524 , and 
other disability-related laws, programs and policies into concrete programs, activities, and projects. 

All departments, agencies and instrumentalities of the national government and local government units, in 
consultation with the private sector, civil society organizations, non-government organizations and disabled 
peoples organizations, are enjoined to implement plans, programs, and activities geared towards the 
development of persons with disabilities in accordance with the Incheon Strategy, thereby translating its 
goals, targets and all its indicators into the National Plan with achievable and measureable outputs. 

The funds necessary for the implementation of the provisions herein shall be sourced from the 
appropriations of concerned government agencies.

WHEREAS, there is a need to consolidate the activities and products of the public and private sectors into 
one Calendar of Events to showcase the outstanding work of Filipinos in Music and Arts, Lifestyle and 
Entertainment, Sports and Adventure, Business, and History and Culture as well as unveil the many historic 
treasures, natural wonders, and unforgettable adventures of the country; 

WHEREAS, tourism can be used to mobilize resources for enhancing infrastructure and product 
development, generate employment, and stimulate investments; and 

WHEREAS, tourism serves as a platform for closer collaboration between the public and private sectors, 
and the international community in hosting events that attract international visitors and showcase local 
talent and skills. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, BENIGNO S. AQUINO III, President of the Philippines, by virtue of the 
powers vested in me by law, do hereby declare 2015 as Visit the Philippines Year (VPY 2015).

69/15 entitled “Implementing the Outcome of the High-level Meeting on the Improvement of Civil 
Registration and Vital Statistics in Asia and the Pacific,” provides that all civil registration and vital 
statistics improvement activities in the region shall include and engage all relevant government entities 
responsible for health, civil registration and statistics; and 

WHEREAS, during the Ministerial Conference on Civil Registration and Vital Statistics in Asia and the 
Pacific on November 2014, participants agreed to adopt the Ministerial Declaration to “Get everyone in the 
picture” in Asia and the Pacific and to declare the years 2015-2024 as the “Asian and Pacific Civil 
Registration and Vital Statistics Decade, for 2015 to 2024.”

CLIMATE ACTION” 

WHEREAS, Section 13, Article II of the 1987 Constitution declares that the State recognizes the vital role 
of the youth in nation-building and shall promote and protect their physical, moral, spiritual, intellectual, 
and social well-being, and shall inculcate in the youth, patriotism and nationalism and encourage their 
involvement in public and civic affairs; 

WHEREAS, Section 16, Article II of the 1987 Constitution provides that the State shall protect and 
advance the right of the people to a balanced and healthful ecology in accord with the rhythm and harmony 
of nature; 

WHEREAS, pursuant to Republic Act (RA) No. 8044 or the “Youth in Nation- Building Act of 1995,” the 
National Youth Commission (NYC) was created to provide leadership in the formulation of policies and in 
setting the direction of all youth promotion and development programs and activities, to encourage wide 
and active participation of the youth in all governmental and non-governmental projects and activities 
affecting them, and to harness and develop the full potential of the youth as partners in nation-building; 

WHEREAS, RA 9729 or the “Climate Change Act of 2009,” mainstreamed climate risk reduction into 
government policy formulations, established the framework strategy and program to manage climate 
change, and created the Climate Change Commission (CCC) to serve as the sole policy-making body that 
shall coordinate, monitor and evaluate the programs and action plans of the government relating to climate 
change; 

WHEREAS, according to the 2014 World Risk Report published by the United Nations University 
Institute of Environment and Human Security, the Philippines ranked second (2nd) among countries in the 
world with the highest degree of risk and vulnerability in times of natural disasters; 

WHEREAS, in consultation with various international organizations dedicated to climate change 
management, the CCC formulated the National Climate Change Action Plan, which outlines the country’s 
climate change adaptation and mitigation agenda for the years 2011 to 2028; 

WHEREAS, the NYC formulated the Philippine Youth Development Plan 2012- 2016, which seeks to 
strengthen disaster risk reduction and management and climate change initiative especially in the area of 
humanitarian response for the youth in times of calamities; and 

WHEREAS, the NYC and the CCC, in cooperation with other government agencies, non-governmental 
organizations, and international partners, have launched the #NowPH (Not on our Watch) campaign, a 
comprehensive advocacy on climate action, which aims to empower the youth in raising public 
consciousness on the science of climate change and on ways to lead a climate-resilient and climate-smart 
lifestyle. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, BENIGNO S. AQUINO III, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by 
virtue of the powers vested in me by law, do hereby declare November 25 of every year as the “National 
Day for Youth in Climate Action.”

WHEREAS, this declaration will, among others, effectively control the prices of basic goods and 
commodities for the affected areas and afford the government ample latitude to utilize appropriate funds for 
rescue, recovery, relief, and rehabilitation efforts of, and to continue to provide basic services to, affected 
populations, in accordance with law. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, BENIGNO S. AQUINO III, President of the Republic of the Philippines, by 
virtue of the powers vested in me by the Constitution and by law, do hereby declare a State of National 
Calamity.

Law enforcement agencies, with support from the Armed Forces of the Philippines, are hereby directed to 
undertake all necessary measures to ensure peace and order in affected areas, as may be necessary. 

The State of National Calamity shall remain in force and effect until lifted by the President.
